Universities Company at the Union 
last evening was voted by all present 
to have been u great success. A good 
programme had been arranged, and its 
success is largely due to the efforts of 
the. Union House Committee. 

The Mandolin Club opened the pro- 
ceedings with several popular melo- 
dies, the pianist being Mr. Dimlck, 
After this pleasing item a vocal solo 
of a patriotic nature was rendered in 
masterly style by Mr. Dumbrille, who 
hart to respond to numerous encores, 

Captain L've announced that several 
soldiers of his company had been pro 
luoted. -Ho appreciated the use of the 
Union and the good-will of the stu- 
dents towards his company.

A. S. Lamb, on behalf of the Stu 
dents' Council, welcomed the Boldier 
guests, and concluded his remarks by 
wishing them " Godspeed, many Ger- 
man scalps and a safe return." 

Pie. Ilutledge contributed to the 
evening's entertainment by singing 
several songs. 

Sir William Peterson, being called 
Upon by Mr. Williscroft, welcomed the 
soldiers iu glowing terms. Speaking 
of the war. Sir William slated that the 
German military power was now on 
the ebb, but England's was steadily 
paining in strength. Certain German 
statesmen have tried to excuse their 
country from blame. They attributed 
the war to Russian agression against 
Austria and France's cry for revenge. 
Sir William explained how the Ger- 
mans brought on the war. and that 
France had almost forgotten the Al- 
sace-Lorraine incident. When the war 
appeared inevitable, German diplomats 
came to the British Foreign Secre- 
tary's oflfce, stating that if Britain re- 
mained neutral, Germany would not 
appropriate any of France but her col- 
onies. It was immediately perceived 
that if colonies were Germany's aim, 
Canada was also wished for. It was 
through this incident that Canada's 
place in the war was realized. There 
was no hesitation as to Canada's part. 
It would mean much sacrifice, through 
terror to triumph, but the trial would 
bencllt Canada In the end. 

Each member of the company could 
go to war with a clear conscience. 
Never before has there been so good a 
cause to fight for. The Germans and 
Austrlans were kept in ignorance of 
the war but the Empire, with the 
knowledge that It was right, would 
finally triumph. 

Sir William expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the. British navy and the. moral 
support of the Americans. He con- 
cluded his remarks by hoping that 
after the war the German nation 
would be enlightened an to the. doings 
of the Kaiser and his war lords. 

After the applause had subsided, Mr. 
Williscroft thanked Sir William Peter- 
son for his presence, and expressed 
the hope that the students would wel- 
come the Fifth Company even better 
than the Fourth. 

Refreshments were served and en- 
Joyed by all. To the less fortunate 
soldiers, those doing guard duty, cof- 
fee and cake were conveyed to the 
Moloon Hall and the Rainville House. 

Capt. Kve again spoke, stating that 
he had trained KOO men, and already a 
quarter of the Fifth were prepared to 
enlist. He urged students to advertise 
his university companies. 

College songs followed by the na- 
tional anthem concluded the pro- 
gramme. The Union House Commit- 
tee wishes to thank those members of 
the University Company and others 
who helped to make the evening a suc- 
cess.

Seldom have the members of the 
Oriental Society listened to a more ad- 
mirable, exhaustive and illuminating 
address than that which was delivered 

before the society last night. The lec- 
turer, K. Tsolainos. Arts '18, himself 
of Greek birth, filled with all the pas- 
sionate loyalty of the true Greek for 
his native land, and ardently desiring 
the preservation of her hard-won lib- 
erty, in outlining the political condi- 
Uons in modern Greece, rose to a 
height of eloquence, Inspiring and 
noble, touched with that flno note of 
love for freedom and honor which has 
made the name of Greece glorious in 
the annals of history. 

Mr. T6olalnos commenced his ad- 
dress with a brief survey of the his- 
tory of Greece from 1S21 lo Angus, of 
1911. For 400 years preceding IN21 
Greece had been buried unite:- the yoke 
cf it nation alien iu fecil..^.-!, origin, 
habits and religion. Iu 1821 Greece 
made her first attempt to emancipate 
herself from the tyranny oi the Turks. 
It was a tyranny rendered insupport- 
able by the recollection that their 
forefathers, at. a time whin all the 
other inhabitants of the globe were in 
a state of barbarism, enjc>ed republi- 
can institutions, which even to-day ex- 
cite the admiration of the whole civil- 
ized world. After live years of strug- 
gle, Greece, in 1827. won U"r freedom 
at last, due to her own instinct for 
freedom, but. also to Uic assistance of 
Great Britain, Franco a.id Russia. 
Greece became an independent king- 
dom by the treaty of London. The lec- 
turer spoke in feeling terms of the 
part played in the revolution by many 
famous in English history. Cot. Stan- 
hope. Frsklne, and most famous of all, 
Lord Byron. 

Of the kings who ascended the 
throne until the accession of the pres- 
ent monarch, the lecturer mentioned 
King George, brother of Queen Alex- 
andra, and son-in-law of the Czur of 
Russia's brother. His personality and 
constitutional methods alike won at 
once the love and affection of his sub- 
jects, and settled Greece in tho course 
which speedily raised her to the posi- 
tion Bhe now occupies as a foremost 
nation in Europe. 

In his transition to the present con- 
ditions in Greece, the lecturer referred 
in feeling terms to one of the i 
famous of Greece's stateruen, and one 
who more thau any other perhaps had 
won his way to the marts of the peo- 
ple, Eucutherlos Vcnlzelos. In 1913, 
Venizelos was called by the King to 
the leadership of the Greek Govern- 
ment. Around this distinguished 
statesman the political destinies of 
Greece centred, and in describing the 
condition existing to-day the lecturer 
paid an eloquent tribute to the part 
VenlMlos was playing. He divided 
the political parties in Greece into 
three groups — first, Constantine and 
the monarchical party ; second, the 
pro-Gorman party; third, the pro-Ven- 
lzclos party. The lecturer, loyal to 
his King, did not feel himself lu u po- 
sition cither to condemn or approve 
the policy of the present King. The 
second party were ready to tight for 
Germany's interests at any costs, and 
represented but a very small percen- 
tage of the population, while the third, 
representing four-fifths of the nation, 
were ready to follow Venizelos whith- 
er he led them. 

The lecturer's account of the argu- 
ments adduced by the pro-German 
party In justification of their attitude 
were most Interesting. First, there 
was Italy's imperialistic policy in the 
Medlteraneyn. which ignored the true 
Interests of the Greek nation. Italy's 
seizure of the twelve islands in the 
Aogean Sea and her retention of them 
without any appearance of Justice, was 
one of the strong arguments of this 
party. Italy, furthermore, had resist- 
ed Greece's entry into Eplrus, and had 
served her with what was practically 
an ultimatum. The people of Eplrus, 
in defence of their interests, had even 
gone so far as to take up arms and to 
defy the tyranny of Italy. Since 1912 
Italy had striven to deprive Greece of 
her freedom. Another argument ad- 
vanced by the pro-German party was 
the fale which would probably over- 
take the 2.000.000 in Turkish territory 
in the event of Greece's taking the side 
of the Entente Allies. And, further. 
Greece has just sheathed the sword 
after two recent wars, and had no In- 
clination to engage in another. Other 
arguments were advanced, but pri- 
vately among the German party. The 
Allies had no common agreement 
among themselves. The interests of 
Italy in the Mediterranean were dia- 
metrically opposed to those of Eng- 
land. They werp allowing Serbia to 
perish, and while promising to send 
160,090 men to her aid bad entirely 
failed to do so. The Kaiser had a 
great admiration for Constantine, and, 
finally, the Germans were successful 
everywhere. These, the lecturer said, 
were the common arguments of the 
pro-German party. 

The pro-Yfiii/c-los party. In answer, 
hail nothing to say with respect to the 
first of the statements. Ai to the Sec- 
ond, had not the ancient Greeks sub- 
merged all considerations of personal

The Theologs. 

To the Editor of The Daily: 

Dear Sir,— The editorial on the Thc- 
ologues in yesterday's fasue of The 
Daily is worthy of extended notice. 
While not introducing anything new, 
it crystallized. I feel sure, the general 
opinion of the university on their ec- 
clesiastical brethren. It seems, how- 
ever, only right that a definition of the 
term Theologue should bo made. As 
matters stand, any man who intends 
to take n theological course is classed 
by this name, even though he be at the 
lime taking a full Arts course and no 
lectures iu theology. To my mind this 
is a false classification. Why should 
a prospective theological student bo 
called a Theologue (while ho Is in 
Arts), when a prospective law student 
in the same position is not tagged 
"Law" ? The undergraduate body are 
in a measure condemning n freshman 
In Aits, say, to the narrowness you 
complain of. when they brand him un- 
fairly Theologue. A great deal of bad 
feeling would be quite easily dis- 
pensed with if the student body would 
allow such a man to stand on his own 
merits, leaving the term Theologue to 
those who are actually attending lec- 
tures on theology. 

Again, your denunciation by Its 
wording seems to accuse all Theo- 
logues (even using It In my proposed 
sense) of all the faults you mention. 
I feel sure that the meaning you 
wished to convey was that there were 
Individuals or groups of Individuals in 
one or other of the theological col- 
leges w ho were guilty of the faults you 
name. This I can vouch for as true, 
both from actual personal experience 
und from first-hand Information. I 
would like, therefore, to endorse 
heartily your editorial stipulating only 
that the terms as I have defined them 
be so understood.

Could you give a pretty definite synopsis of each course that 
you have taken in the University? If you can, your time has been 
well spent no matter what grade you made as you went along. 

A great many students make the very bad mistake of taking 
too much pains with details and too little with a general view of 
the field of the course. They cannot carry the whole course in 
their heads during the whole term, so Utey wait until the last 
week and "cram" details for the examination. It is a general im- 
pression among students that such a student is a sinner for hav- 
ing failed to have kept his head crammed during the whole term. 
Whoever believes such is afflicted with an over tender conscience 
upon this point. There are not many such points in creation, but 
this certainly is one of them. 

There is a student in the University who keeps a small card 
catalogue for every course. At the end of each day's lecture, he 
writes down upon one card the salient points of that lecture. Thus 
at the end of the term, each course is laid before him upon less 
than thirty small cards. He has been in the University several 
years and hc makes good grades, it is very seldom that the cards 
fail to answer every question asked upon a final examination. But 
the odd thing about it all is this: this same student has a feeling 
in his heart that hc is doing something sinful— that it would be a 
bad idea to let his instructors get hold of his scheme. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he is following some of the best rules of pedagogy and 
is doing exactly what his instructors are praying that he will do. 

But you say, "Why that is not so easy, it takes judgment to 
make out such a card catalogue." That is just the point; you 
should use your judgment more and your memory ïess, In other 
words use "system."

To the Editor of the Daily: 

Dear Sir,— In to-day's issue of your 
paper a caustic editorial appeared re- 
garding the attitude of the Thcolog. 
towards undergraduate activities and 
college life iu general. As a former 
member of Arts '17, and hoping to re- 
turn to Arts next year, kindly permit 
me an opportunity to reply. 

Doubtless, your article was written 
with some beneficent end in view. 
Perhaps it was meant to brighten the 
mournful aspect of those In question, 
but let me assure you it has accom- 
plished little in that respect. There 
is a general feeling that some person, 
knowing Theologs. only at a long dis- 
tance range, was permitted the cover 
of the editorial column to thrust bis 
slilctto. unseen, into the back of these 
miserable offenders. 

Your editorial comes at a rather In- 
opportune time when some of the best 
thinking element around the Universi- 
ty are striving to improve the corpor- 
ate life of the student body. Move- 
ments are on foot at present in con- 
nection with the Literary Society, 
having as their aim a closer bond 
uniting the students of the Affiliated 
Colleges to those in the University 
proper, and right In the midst of these 
a high explosive Is shot, from the 
"Dally" office. Do you think this Is 
calculated to improve matters? We 
are taught by the science of the battle- 
field that a bursting bomb has a dis- 
integrating effect. 

To any one unacquainted with the 
facts the Theolog. seems to be a sin- 
ner above all those who dwell in the 
vicinity of McGill. Without entering 
Into a detailed discussion of your ac- 
cusations, which, to say the least, are 
made in an unfair and unwarranted 
fashion, let me put to you the follow- 
ing questions: What class of student 
Is Vice-President of the Arts Under- 
graduate Society? What class of stud- 
ent, was captain of Arts '18 football 
team this fall? Who led the Arts 
Faculty team? And who Is Vice-Presi- 
dent of Arts '19? To all these there is 
but one reply: A prospective Theolog. 
And have we not representatives on 
Ihe "Daily" staff and on the Literary 
Society executive? These arc a few of 
the facts which the writer of vour edi- 
torial seems to have forgotten. It Is 
always well to remember that the 
arguments based on Individual cases 
and iiBed against Theologs., can be 
used with equal force. In a similar 
way, r.gainst any other class of stud- 
ents around the University— i-n-d-l-v- 
l-d-u-a-1 does not spell class. 

That a closer relationship between 
Ihe students of the Affiliated Colleges 
and those of the University does not 
exist Is to be laid to tho account oî 
the Theolog., you say. Quito right, If 
what you Bay Is "the truth, tho whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth." I 
think, however, I have shown above 
that the accusation Is not borne out by 
the facts. Let me. in addition, give an 
account, of an observation recently 
made by myself. Seated opposite 
Messrs. A. and B. at. a recent dinner in 
Slrafhcona Hall. I overheard, sub- 
stantially, thn following conversation: 

"Mr. A. Say C. told me to-day he 
was a Thcolog. Is that true? 

"Mr. It. (A prospective Thcolog.) 
Sure, didn't yon know It? 

"A. No, I never would have thought 
it; he docs not dress like them. 

"n. Oh. they don't all wear black. 

"A. Well, that Is the popular con- 
ception." 

I mentioned this fact to-day to C. 
who Informed me that though previ- 
ously they were fcood friends, yet 
since that time Mr. A. has scarcely- 
spoken to hfm. Does that look as if 
the Theolog. is to blame? C. was not 
judged ns n man, but as a Theolog. 

Now. such an attitude on the part 
of any group of University students 
involves two unwarranted premises: 
(1>. That the Theolog., as such. Is to 
b" shunned, irrespective of his quali- 
ties as a man. IL* l. That all Theologs. 
may be known by a certain regulation 



dress, as a crow Is known by his feath- 
ers. That, of course. Is sheer non- 
sense. Rut were It so that these 
premises were valid whoso business is| 
it what color a man's suit shall be?j 
The University may demand that stud-! 
ents wear a gown; but no sane person 
could Imagine them regulating the| 
color of one's bootlaces.

Mr. Wolffs Attitude. 

To the Editor of The Daily: 

Dear Sir, — Allow me to express my 
much misunderstood attitude towards 
the C. O. T. C. and the Faculty of Arts. 

In my opinion, the C. O. T. C. ts in- 
valuable to the man who Intends to go 
to the front; useless to the engineer or 
medical man, and au undeserved de- 
coration to the drawing-room Sir Gal- 
ahead. Therefore, inasmuch as the C. 
O. T. C. is a training school for the 
practical soldier, It should receive— 
and always has received— the support 
of The Dally. I maintained, and still 
maintain, that It should not be boosted 
as a house of refuge for the carpet 
knight 

The Faculty of Arte, in my opinion, 
Is invaluable- as a preparatory school 
for the professions— perhaps. In a 
crisis such as this, its value temporar- 
ily ceases when compared as an asset 
to the Empire with that of a science 
and medical education, and Its mem- 
bers cannot validly excuse themselves 
from active participation In the war 
solely on the grounds that their taking 
of the Arts course renders their ser- 
vices too valuable at home. Moreover, 
my criticism was directed entirely at 
the heads of those members of tho 
Faculty of Arts who, by the tone of 
their letters, tacitly criticized, or in 
public openly criticized, the science or 
medical students for not joining the 
C. O. T. C. I claimed that our embryo 
engineers and doctors were perform- 
ing the highest patriotic servlco by 
striving to gain a maximum efficiency 
to be used later In expert patriotic 
work. I am sorry that he should im- 
agine that I was trying wantonly to 
"slam" the entire Faculty of Arts and 
show its members up as unpatriotic. 
You do me a grave injustice. Mr. 
Moran. Did you notice in my letter, 
"AH honor to the Arts men In our 
overseas companies. Every McGill man 
Is proud of them" ? Apparently not. 
Then why not ascertain facts before 
jumping to senseless conclusion? In 
my letter, Mr. Moran, I made a plea 
for practical patriotism In contradis- 
tinction to the hysterical patriotism 
shown by the rabid type of C. O. T. C. 
enthusiasts who wrapped themselves 
up In snug self-satisfaction and an 
atmosphere of cant, and. like the 
Pharisees of Holy Writ, tacitly lauded 
themselves and despised and con- 
demned the actions of others. 

The above Ideas I intended to con- 
vey by my first letter. I trust tho ma- 
jority of Arts men did not misconstrue 
me as did Mr. Moran. 

With reference to our American un- 
dergrads, I claim once more that they 
have been Insulted by the Rosevear 
person. I need not assure the Ameri- 
can boys that every decent Canadian 
has been disgusted with the nauseat- 
ing mess servedm up to Tho Dally at 
their expense. Our southern brothers 
are heartily welcome to our university 
and well they know It, as every son of 
Uncle Sam has enough natural fore- 
sight to see through the Rosevear 
drivel, and to realize the high esteem 
In which American students are con- 
sidered by overy self-respecting Cana- 
dian undergraduate. 

Coming back to Mr. Moran's refer- 
ence to the 98 per cent, of all medical 
men that will return after the war. 
Is the gentleman serious, or merely 
trying to be funny? According to our 
esteemed controversialist, medical men 
go "where shells seldom or never 
burst and shots are not heard." Is it 
possible that ho has never heard of 
how our able clinician and sterling Mc- 
Gill patriot, Dr. F. A. C. ScrJmger, won 
the Victoria Cross by remaining with 
his wounded men under a heavv fire 
In the stirring days of last April when 
Canada established herself as a mili- 
tary nation? Has Mr. Moran ever 
troubled himself to read the appalling 
weekly lists of A. M. C. casualties pub- 
lished by the British Medical Journal? 
Has he read the editorials of the Lon- 
don Lancet, In which great fear Is ex- 
pressed that the casualties In the 
Army Medical will be so great that the 
country will suffer from "a dearth of 
doctors" ? And does hc know that the 
casualty lists go In this order: First, 
Infantry ; second, artillery ; third, 
Army Medical ; fourth, engineers ; 
fifth, cavalry, etc. ? Another thing, 
where did Mr. Moran get the fiction 
that the base hospital boys are getting 
the best possible training in "clinical 
and surgical • work" ? Would you 
oblige me, Mr. .Moran, by ascertaining 
for yourself the kind of work that tho 
McGill undergraduates In tho base 
hospital are doing ? It might, bo a 
revelation to you. You certainly seem 
to have no conception at all of tho 
dangers of the Army Medical both 
from wounds, infections and numbers 
of other causes. As an Arts graduate 
you doubtless are familiar with Alex- 
ander Pope's essay on "Criticism," in 
which he says: "Each might his sep- 
arate province well command, Would 
all but stoop to what they under- 
stand."

WOMEN IN LAW PRACTICE EXTENSIVE MANOEUVRES 



Miss Cameron and Miss Currie 
Wore Members of the 
Winning Team. 



The first inter-year debate of the 
Delta Sigma Society was held in the 
Common Room of the R.V.C. yester- 
day, at 4 o'clock. The question was: 
"Resolved that women should he al- 
lowed to practice law in the Province 
of Quebec." The affirmative was sup- 
ported by the juniors, tho negative by 
the seniors. The seniors won tho de- 
bate. 

Miss Fletcher opened tho debate for 
the affirmative. She said laws must 
be changed as times change. Wo do 
not pretend to live as wo did in 18-1!) ; 
why; then should we bo governed by 
exactly tho same laws? Circumstances 
alter cases. The intellectual condition 
of women has improved since then, 
the universities have been opened to 
them. In tho old days all the work 
relating to the maintenance of the 
household was done by hand. This is 
no lougor so, and consequently many 
women are seekiug other employment. 
Women have proved themselves cap- 
ablo of practising law In the United 
States, in Ontario, Manitoba, France 
and Sweden. The only change of enact- 
ment necessary for allowing women 
to practise law would be one relating 
to the status of married women. Mar- 
ried women lawyers have as much 
time to devote to their households and 
children as married women in any oth- 
er profession. It Is a physiological 
fact that boys are more apt to inherit 
the traits and talents of the mother 
than thoso of the father. If then, wo- 
men were admitted to the practice of 
law, tho men as well as the women of 
future generations would derive bene- 
fit therefrom. 

Miss Cameron was the first speak- 
er for the negative. She said we must 
look at this question in relation to the 
present time. At the present time the 
civil codo excludes women from the 
practice of law.

The McGill C. 0. T. C. will again 
hold right manoeuvres on the moun- 
tain this evening. The attack will be 
similar to that of last Thursday, but 
over a larger extent of ground. The 
position of assembly will bo a point 
between the Peel street and Park ave- 
nue lookouts, and will be reached by 
the bridle path near the Incline Rail- 
way and leading from tho mountain 
roadway. 

From tho position of assembly, tho 
Battalion will proceed in a south-west 
erly direction towards the Cote des 
Neiges road, and will move in platoons 
in file at deploying interval to the 
position of deployment at the edge of 
the woods in rear of the Park Slide. 
When moving to tho position of de- 
ployment, the platoon commanders 
must bo careful to maintain their dir- 
ection and keep up connections with 
neighboring platoons. 

From the position of deployment the 
advance will bo made In four succea- 
slvo lines until within fifty yards of 
the enemy's position in the woods near 
tho Cote des Neiges road. This ad- 
vance must be made slowly and In ab- 
solute silenco, It being the object to 
sneak up as close as possible to the 
enemy's position without being de- 
tected. Upon a given signal the four 
lines will charge and pile In as fast 
and as thick as possible on top of the 
enemy.

MINISTER DIES 

VERY SUDDENLY 



Rev. A. A. Visser, of Iroquois, 
Ont., Graduate of Wesleyan 
Theological College. 



Rev. A. H. Visser, a Methodist min- 
ister, well known in the Montreal con- 
ference, and a graduate of the Wesley- 
an Theological College, died suddenly 
at Iroquois, Ont., on Monday night. 

The lato Rev. .Mr. Visser was 61 
years of age, and spent his boyhood 
days in the vicinity of Vars, Ont, re- 
ceiving his high school education at 
OtUrwa. He then entered the Wes- 
leyan College, and received his train- 
ing for the ministry there, being or- 
dained in 18S0. 

At the time of his decease ho was 
chairman of the Matilda District of the 
Montreal Conference of the Methodist 
Church, and at one time was secretary 
of the Montreal Conference and chair- 
man of the Stanstead District. 

The late Rev. Mr. Visser was pastor 
of George Street Methodist Church In 
Brockvllle for three years, leaving that 
town about eleven years ago for Pak- 
enhafn, where he was pastor for four 
y."trs. He then went to Coatlcook. 
Quo., for four year, and from there to 
Iroquois, where ho has been pastor for 
the past three years. 

His widow and two sons — Howard, 
employed in a bank in Quebec, and 
Herbert, of Cobalt— survive; also one 
slater, Mrs. (Rev.) George Mossop, of 
Ashton, Ont. 



They 
are more highly strung and more im- 
patient than men, it is harder for them 
to look all round a question. Preced- 
ent is against admitting women to the 
bar; they themselves are not ready 
for such a change, public opinion is 
against it. 

The second speaker for the affirma- 
tive said, that in other provinces wo- 
men aro allowed to practice law, sure- 
ly we are not to infer that in Quebec 
women arc less Intelligent than else- 
where. The only necessary change In 
the code would be a change of the 
clause relating to tho status of mar- 
ried women. As for public opinion on 
this matter it is mere social prcjudlco 
which is daily being overcome. Intel- 
lectual inferiority of women is a thing 
of the past. If women do not lose in 
self-respect when they help to support 
their households by scrubbing floors, 
why should they lose by practising 
law? As the question has not yet been 
put before the people of the Province 
of Quebec nothing can be proved by 
supposing that they would turn it 
down. In no profession is there such 
a large choice ns In law, a woman 
need not take objectionable cases, nor 
need she ever enter the law courts In 
person. Tho juvenile courts and laws 
relating to the welfare of women and 
children are especially adapted to wo- 
men lawyers. The profession will not 
be overcrowded, women will not flock 
to the bar when they are admitted any- 
more than men do now as they are 
admitted. 

Miss Currie, the second speaker for 
tho negative, said that out of the six 
hundred lawyers in Montreal barely 
one-quarter aro really successful, one- 
half do more harm than good to their 
clients? by add to the number of in- 
competent lawyers? No woman law- 
yer has as yet made, a reputation for 
herself. HusinrsH problems present 
especial difficulties to women. Law- 
Is controversial ; each member tries to 
show up the failings of the other.

Tho second moeting of the year was 
held last night at Dr. Colby's home, 
with an attendance of about fourteen. 
H. Nichols was In the chair, and after 
the routine of minutes and business 
arising therefrom, the president called 
on Mr. Blampin to read a paper on 
"Alexander and Draga." 

On Juno 11, 1903, tho world was 
startled by a peculiarly brilliant effort 
on tho part of Serbian assassinators 
when they broke into the royal palace 
and shot to death King Alexander and 
his wifo Draga. Mr. Blampin then 
traced tho history of the Karagcorgo- 
vltch dynasty and their feud with the 
Abrenovltch line. The' love story of 
Alexandra and Draga was also narrat- 
ed, and Its relation to tho foreign pol- 
icy of Serbia with Russia and Bulgaria 
was clearly shown. 

Tho life of Alexander himself show- 
ed how unsuitable a man he was to be 
placed on the unsettled throne of Ser- 
bia. He was a self-willed and pas- 
sionate youth, undisciplined and un- 
govomcd in his passions. He became 
infatuated with Draga, whom he mar- 
ried. Tho result was that his father, 
rt'ho was then leader of the armies, re- 
signed and left Serbia for evor. Alex- 
ander then had to throw himself into 
tho hands of Russia. 

Tho blame of the murder was thrown 
by tho speaker absolutely on Masham, 
who had engineered the wholo thing, 
and in his ruthless hatred of Draga 
had worked tirelessly till he had ac- 
complished his aim. 

Mr. Hoinbecker then followed with a 
minute discussion of the relaUons be- 
tween Serbia and Bulgaria, dealing 
with the subject from the times of their 
earliest history. He dealt chiefly with 
tho countries' fights for independence 
and the results of the Treaty of Berlin. 
Coming to more recent times, the 
speaker explained tho complicated po- 
litical conditions which led to tho first 
and second Balkan wars, and how far 
the events of theso wars explained the 
present situation. 

After an interesting discussion of 
the subject, light refreshments were 
served and the meeUng adjourned. 



In the third of his series of talks on 
"Community Problems," Mr. Woods- 
worth dealt to-day with tho "City 
Problem." Tho subject is too broad a 
one to allow for its being more than 
touched upon in tho short period of 
less than an hour. However, in his 
clear and straightforward way, Mr. 
Woodsworth succeeded, with the help 
of actual statistical charts, In arousing 
a keen interest for further study of the 
subject on the part of every one pres- 
ent. 

We aim at "Canadlanizlng" the for- 
eign children in our city, but how can 
we accomplish this Iruly without ar- 
fordlug these children tho advantages 
first of comfortable homes and sec- 
ondly of some kind of education? The 
parents of theso Canadian-boru for- 
eign children have had for the most 
part a tolerably good education. Why 
should Quebec not afford at least an 
equally good education for these lu- 
coralng citizens? 

The seriousness of Infant mortality 
was brought up— the appalling num- 
ber of children who die lu our own 
city annually. 

Wo can help oy supporting tho pure 
milk stations here; but what is abso- 
lutely essential is an Improvement of 
actual conditions in housing of the 
poor. We were advised to take a spare 
hour or two just to investigate exist- 
ing conditions in our own city, accom- 
panying one of tho University Settle- 
ment workers on her round of visits. 
For example, houses are occupied 
which arc scarcely lit to exist in. 

Finally th» question of what build- 
ings are free and open to strangers 
and transients in our city was brought 
up as one demanding our Investigation 
and at least our consideration.

GENIUS WAS AN IRISHMAN 



While engaged in the rather peace- 
ful task of reading the other day, I 
saw something which startled mo 
when I came to think it over. What I 
saw was the sentence, " If a man 
makes a 'null' in speaking or writing, 
the chances arc 100 to 1 that he is an 
Irishman." The general concensus of 
opinion seems to bo along the same 
lines, so I have accepted it to be true. 
Being an Irishman myself, I kept the 
remark in mind, and in the light of 
subsequent reading I find that many 
of our literary men were Irish- 
Shakespeare, Lord Macauley, Sir Wal- 
ter Scott and others. I know that you 
are sceptical and expect me to prove 
my statement. 

Let us take Shakespeare for ex- 
ample. Does not Hamlet swear by St. 
Patrick and declare that he will "take 
up arms against a sea of troubles" ?

That word "before" savors of an Irlsn- 
mnn. And dear old Barbara Frletchie, 
whom Whittier tells us about, is quite 
an athlete at ninety years of age, for 
we are told: 

"She leaned far out on the window-sill 
And shook It forth with a royal will." 

Of course we all know it was the flag 
she shook, but It says she shook the 
window-sill, and so she makes Whit- 
tier an Irishman. Then wo have 
Thomas Campbell, who says in "Lord 
Ullln's Daughter": 

"One lovely hand she stretched for aid, 
And one was round her lover.". 

The lady must have had an abnormal- 
ly large hand, or the lover's waist 
must have been a wasp waist; and 
that reminds me of William Sawyer's 
poem, "Two Loves and a Life," where 
we are told: 

"Over Annie's face he bent, 
Round her waist his fllngers went." 

His fingers were in all probability very 
elastic. "Curfew Must Not Ring To- 
night" gives us plainly to understand 
that the author, Rosa Thorpe, was 
Irish, for she says: 

"Sexton! Bessie's white lips faltered, 
Pointing to the prison old." 

Bessie must have ha dvery prominent 
and protruding lips to be able to point 
with them so easily. The great En- 
glish (?) dramatic critic, Clement 
Scott, in one of his poems, "The Stow- 
away," where he Is describing a ship- 
wreck, says, referring to the captain 
of the ship:

No doubt It Is a very pathetic and 
heartrending scene, but only an Irish- 
man would think of describing the cap- 
tain of a ship addressing the crew, 
during a tempest, with "bated breath.' 

I suppose If one were to search 
through other poets and literati he 
would find many such instances of 
thoughtlessness and carelessness of 
expression In their worke. It all goes 
to dhow that the so-called comic paper 
Is not always right In having us be- 
lieve that the Irish are the only people 
prone to the making of blunders or

STARTS SPECIAL COURSE. 



Dean Lee to Give a Short Course in 
Roman Law. 



At five o'clock yesterday evening 
Dean Lee, of the Faculty of Law, call- 
ed the attention of the second year 
student* to the fact, that as the course 
of lectures now stands It does not meet 
all the requirements of the Bar ex- 
aminers. The discrepancy consists In 
the fact that, the course In Roman 
Law being given at present does not 
comprise anywhere near the required 
104 lectures demanded by tho Board 
of tie Junlir Bar for the Province. 

Considering the conditions under 
whichjaw students attend both office 
and lecturo room it seems rather im- 
possible to secure time for an addi- 
tional number of hours each week. 
The Dean proposes that, next term, he 
will give a short course upon the 
Digest of Roman Law, which, com- 
prising as it docs concrete cases, will 
probably prove ïïïbre interesting than 
Roman Law ordinarily does. 

Tho title which It Is anticipated will 
be treated is taken from "Dig. 51, J, 
De Adqulrendo rerum domlnla" with 
the text in the original Latin. When 
making the comment that the text was 
in Latin. Dean Lee hastened to add that 
copious notes were placed at the foot 
of each page. It Is. of course, readily 
realized that this assuranco of the 
■Dean was unnecessary,

Major Douglas McCnalg Only Cana. 
dlan Prisoner Among 174 Allied 
Officers. 

Major Douglas McCualg, of the 13th 
Battalion, C.E.F., is the only Canadian 
among 174 allied officers who are 
prisoners of tho Germans at Claustal 
In the Hartz Mountains. The Govern- 
ment has received through the cus- 
tomary channels a report from Am- 
bassador Gerard, the United States 
representative at Berlin. The prison- 
ers, It is stated, are very comfortable, 
though a little overcrowded. It being 
intended to relievo this condition by 
removing the Russians to another 
place. The rest of tho officers are 
British, French and Belgians. 

Major McCualg is one of three 
brothers, all educated at McGill, who 
crossed to France with the First Divis- 
ion, C. E. F. He won the D.S.O. for

When all was ready he gave the 
signal, and (lie children of Israel blew 
their trumpets, broke their pitchers 
and shouted, "The sword of the Lord 
and of Gideon." This niado such a 
racket that tho "children of the east." 
thinking the whole world was against 
them, "ran, and cried and fled." 

The ouly organized rooting done by 
the Greeks was in their epic poems. 
In the works of Homer and his asso- 
ciate bards, tho sons of Hollas sang 
the deeds of their heroes. Not all col- 
leges have an epic which they recount 
on the bleachers, but Culifornia-s 
" Give 'cm the ax" Is of this type or 
rooting. Supposing the words were 
changed to "We gave 'em tho ax," the 
Blue and Gold would have a perfect 
epic relating the deeds of her famous 
chiefs of '99. 

Romans Used Thumbs. 

Always short on words, the Romans 
used their thumbs rather than their 
voices when applauding or expressing 
their disapproval in a body. The 
thumb tilted skyward indicated ap- 
proval for a gladiator in tho famous 
arena, while "thumbs down" was a 
sign of the opposite opinion. 

During the middle ages the epic was 
again the only type of rooting in uni- 
son. The Germans sang of the deeds 
of Siegfred in Uie "Nebulungen Lied," 
the Spaniards recounted the feats of 
"the Cld," and all of the races gloat- 
ingly explained how good they were. 

Indians Held Rallies. 

The American Indian whooped and 
yelled upon all occasions. He had a 
war whoop, a hunting whoop, a death 
whoop and all manner of whoops. The 
native American had a very commend- 
able type of rooting and has been cop- 
ied by the colleges of to-day. Califor- 
nia has an Indian song and has this 
year been using the original war 
whoop as the Varsity kicks off in a 
football game. 

To the Indians may be given the 
credit of holding the first rallies. As- 
sembling nround their camp fires on 
the eve of a big battle they were ac- 
customed to try out their yells, beat 
drums and serpentine around the 
camp fire. 

. Rooting Dates From Civil War. 

Due to the fact that intercollegiate 
contests were slow to find a great 
foothold in America organized college 
rooting Is a comparatively recent de- 
velopment. Another reason was that 
most of the institutions were practi- 
cally transplanted from England and 
these brought with them tho games 
and collegiate customs of tho mother 
country. 

Yelling In unison for collegiate ath- 
letic teams. Is now strictly an Ameri- 
can custom. Its origin among the in- 
stitutions in this country is dated 
back to a little after the Civil war. At 
this tlmo the colleges began to com- 
pete against each other In athletic 
sports. 

Yale, Princeton, Rutgers and Co- 
lumbia formed tho first American 
football association In the early sev- 
enties. A little after these contests 
started Yale conceived the idea of or- 
ganized rooting. Her yells were very 
simple at first, consisting In a mere 
variation of rahs, but they were ef- 
fective In drowning out the spontane- 
ous rnotlng of the other colleges. 

Rooting Strictly American, 

The national love of organization, 
which has made American elections 
mere political machines and has mark- 
ed the» growth of the largest corpora- 
tions in the world, was the chief 
causo of the universal spread of col- 
legiate unison rooting. Keeping pace 
with the increasing complexity of the 
instruments of industry, modern root- 
ing has becomo more and more devi- 
ous and varied. 

None of the European universities 
have any parallel to our system of 
organized rooting. The German and 
Englishman points to tho practlco In 
America as an evidence of incomplete 
civilization along with chewing gum 
and the use of tho tooth-plek In pub- 
lic. The Frenchman waves his amis 
and wonders how one can express his 
natural emotions in such a machine- 
like fashion.
